:. The George Lai" brings.much news "of an in- 
teresting: character, from California. '• 
: '• The arrival'of the French and English fleet 
from Petropolovski, which it will be remem- 
bered they stormed in September last and fail- 
ed to tnke, furnished us with the particulars of 
the desertion of tho place by its inhabitants, 
and the only persons in it were two Americans 
and a French sailor. The American flag was 
waving .on the.town when the Allies landed.— 
It appears the inhabitants left during the mouth j 
of May for the Arncor River, and also for the •. 
interior of the country! After demolishing the I 
forts.and public buildings, and sending two Rus- [ 
sian prisoners they had previously captured, to 
the town of Avaltcha, som distance in the coun- 
try, and exchanging them for an English sailor 
and a Frenchman, they left the port. 


The population of Petropoloski; previous to 


the arrival of the Allied fleet, is estimated by 
Cnpt. Rosencourt, of tho Obliyado, to have 
been about twelve hundred. 


Capt. Rosencourt brought back with him as 


trophies, a sledge used by tho inhabitants in 
traveling over tho snow with dogs, an anchor 
found Petropoloski, a deer and a Russian dog. 
The Obligado mounts 12 guns, 33-pouuder$, and 
two mountaiu howitzers, such as are used 
against the Indians in this country, nnd gene- 
rally carried on the backs of mules. These 


•ere intended to be used on land, and all the 


vessels of the.fleet were provided with them.

icing carried on with spirit the sueess of the 
American party is generally conceedeJ. It is
